This Is The Question Asked By

The time has passed when the rail- 


roads, or any other influential agen- 
cy, will co-operate with mere land 
speculators, but they will gladly co- 
operate with those land owners and 
real estate agents who make the set- 
tlers welfare their first consideration 


The prosperity and permanent wel- 


fare of the settler is the first consid- 
eration of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way Company and all its departments 
—not the profit of the land agents. 


Thousands of peope. now living in 


closely-populated eastern states, are 
eager to move west "to grow up with 
the country," but will not move until 
they know they have a chance to suc- 
ceed and that they will secure a rea- 
sonable pioneers profit.

many settlers have been lured to 
western farms by eloquent represen- 
tations and left there without enough 
resources to permit them to develop 
their land or make a. business suc- 
cess of their properties.

age. Less than that is not an attract- 
ive or reasonable proposition. 


The people of the West are great 
boosters, the greatest, probably ini the 
world. In fact, sometimes they boost 
too much, without backing up their 
boosting with the real goods. It is not 
ei.ough simply to advertise for sel- 
lers; before ashing them to come be 
sure that you have a place where the' 
ordinary thrifty farmer can succeed. 
The ordinary booster literature will 
not get the people in this day. 


In the "good old days" cheap land 


In the West attracted settlers. They 
were lured on by the promise of the 
pioneer's profit, which was thought 
to be in sight, just as they were hired 
to California for -gold in '49. 


Profit!) In West. 


There are still profits to be made 


in the West, big profits—profits In 
satisfaction and happiness as well as 
m real money. But these profits don't 
just come to people in the West any 
more than they come in "the East, 
they must be earned.

'North Dakota. 


U. L. Burdick, former North Dako- 


ta director of the United States Grain 
Growers, Inc., who proposed the meet- 
ing, 
issued the following statement 


yesterday in which be made these 
points: 
*• 
1. "The move is aimed at building 


up the national U. S. G. G." (United 
•Slates Grain Growers, Inc.) 
; 


2. "There will be no difficulties on 


the .pooling question." (This has been 
the largest difference between the U. 
S. G. G. in the past) 


3. "All parties concerned base ex- 


pressed a desire to complete tmrjoiut 
state organization." 


4. "The agencies which are meet- 


Ing here: the Equity Cooperative Ex- 
change; the National Wheat Growers; 
the Northwest Wheat Growers and the 
U. 3. G. G." 


5. "It is proposed to handle grain 


through any farmers' agencies avail- 
able until the U. S. G. G. has market- 
ing channels of its own." 


Mr. Burdick's statement follows: 
"The proposal of the state railroad 


comjntssicm to revive the grain in- 
spection department which was form- 
erly a part of that body will also be 
discussed. This is made necessary by 
the recent U. S.' supreme court decis- 
ion which invalidated the North Da- 
kota grain grading act. 
"The move Is aimed at building up 
the V. S. G. G.—not at tearing it 
down. The growers of North Dakota 
will never consent to have the na- 
tional body turn the sale of their grain 
over to commission concerns. The 
growers of North Dakota demand a 
sales agency of the growers. We 
don't propose to sit idly by, another 
year, and wait. We propose action.

"We are making no move in the or- 


ganization of a state unit that is not 
approved by the growers. We must 
have authority from our membership 
to make the merger. So far the re- 
sults coming in from a statewide ref- 
erendum are practically unanimously 
for, it 


"The U. S. G'. G. membership will go 
into the meeting with an earnest de- 
sire to affiliate with the other thre-j 
(organizations. Leaders of these have 
also expressed 
a desire to form a 
joint state body. 


"The U. S. G. G. will be represented 


by both state leaders and by state 
membership, while the other organiza- 
tions will be represented by leaders 
'rather than members. 
"It is hoped that the conference will 
result in united action among all fann- 
ers marketing grain in 'North Dakota.1
